Election/Restrictions 

Claims 10-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention or species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 28 October 2005. 

Claim Objections 
Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informality: 
In claim 3, line 12, "he" should be —the--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because: in claim Fig. 6 the direction of the arrows that 
accompany the "CV" text appear to be wrong and should point in the opposite directions 
according to the Specification at para. 0049. Also, in Fig. 6 the term "YP<d" should probably be 
"YP 0 " so as to conform with the Specification at para. 41. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
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sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, the claim is rendered indefinite because: at steps (g) and (i) it is unclear 
whether the "attainable yield" is for the crop or the plot; at step (g) "said response index" 
should be --said nutrient response index—; at step (g) "said coefficient of variation" should be ~ 
said reference coefficient of variation—; at step (h) it appears "said predicted crop yield" should 
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be —said predicted plot yield— since the "predicted yield" in step (f) was for the "plot"; and, in 
step (k) it appears the "applying" of nutrients should be to the -crop- and not the "plot" as 
claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-9 are allowed over the art of record. Applicats' are reminded that before any 
claims can pass to issue claims 10-28 must be cancelled.
